That a number ot American friends of Dr. Belisario 
Porras, one of the two principals in the campaign, have left for the 
interior with the former Panamanian minigter to Washington would 
indicate that some United States method, perhaps, may be tried for 
what it can be worth. 

The official candidate of the government of Panama is. Senor 
Don Pedro Diaz, whose name was substituted for that of Senor Don 
Carlos C. Arosemena. Some of the newspapers now openly accuse 
the administration of interfering in the election for President 
\Whether the recent dismissal of a number of public officials has any- 
thing to do with the governments program is not stated, but the 
action of the executive department of the republic has not helped to 
assuage the bitterness that now prevails. 

So long as the diplomatic status with regard to Colombia and 
the United States remains undetermined, so long, apparently, will 
Panamanian affairs be attected by whatever may be the opinion of 
the Colombian government relative to the means and methods 
whereby Panama became an independent country. But in the com- 
ing presidential election Panamanians will have little to gain if polit- 
1cal parties solely subserve their own interests at the risk of serious 
national division. It is to be hoped, also, that Washington will see 
the wisdom of remaining entirely passive while the political pot on 
the isthmus is kept boiling. Too many cooks may spoil a broth 
that at best cannot be flavored to suit all parties. 


STATISTICS of loss of property ly fire im 
the city of New York for the year 1911 
show a falling off in values wiped out by 
flames. ‘This is the first marked and = sub- 
stantial reduction of the kind within the 
memory of New Yorkers. Yet withal, the 
loss was nearly $12,500,000, borne mainly 
by persons paying premiums to insurance 
companies. The fire commissioner, in lis 
report to Mayor Gaynor, credits the reduc- 
tion to intensified activity of the fire prevention bureau, which has 
made it its business to discover and abolish specially hazardous 
structures. In short, the department and the public are at last awake 
to the duty of foresight, of elimination of risky structures, and re- 
duction of possible and probable outbreaks of fire. 

Differing in degree but not in kind, lesser American cities face 
precisely the same critical problem that the metropolis has begun 
to deal with. Since most cities have “come up” like Topsy in “Uncle 
Tom's Cabin,” and have not been planned, their building laws have 
not kept pace with .altered social conditions, with new types of 
residence and business edifices, and with new forms of transporta- 
tion. Consequently even suburban communities that are civic 
spirited and progressive find that they have suddenly been invaded 
with a sort-of apartment much too inflammable in material and 
crowded together mm a way inviting heavy losses if fire breaks out. 
Yet when aroused to suitable action preventing further con- 
struction of this type o: building and further congestion 
of residence districts, citizens who desire to conserve both property 
values and the satety of occupants are met at once by the organized 
Opposition of speculators 11) real estate anc builders ot eclitices. 

However, taking the country by and large, there are some signs 
of popular uprising against needless waste of property by fire. ‘The 
contrast between the luropean and the American ratio of loss is too 
sharp to make for continuing complacency. Campaigns for conser- 
vation and efficiency carried on im other fields have a reflex influ- 
ence on this one. Stress of competition with nations more mindful 
of economies is forcing the American producer to seek lessened 
insurance rates; and these tall with sensible preventive measures and 
rise with continued ignorance, imditterence and = short-sightedness.

WHuEN all is said, the remarkable thing about

The municipality has an ordinance | 
at present restricting the height ot buildings 
to 100 feet; a proposal tor the removal of 
this limitation is now before the citv council, 
and it is understood that the move is in the 
interest of certain capitalists who are desirous of emulating San 
l‘rancisco, Chicago and New York in the tall building line. The 
cities last named and some others that will occur to the reader, 
although at times inclined to be a trifle boasttul in public with reter- 
ence to their achievements in skeleton architecture, in private are 
often frank enough to confess that they would be better pieased had 
a happy medium in height been preserved. They have. it is true, 
skvlines which thev take pleasure in photographing, publishing and 
showing to their visitors at sunrise, at noon and at sunset; but it 1s at 
the expense of contracted business districts and much disagreeable 
congestion.

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in a way, some of them have been drawn into the skyscraper 
habit by conditions which they could not very well have controlled 
The increasing value of “inside property” has contributed greatly 
toward building cities up rather than building them out. The mod- 
ern requirements of office work, too. in a-great city offer an excuse 
lor the existence of the skyscraper. It seems to be thought necessary, 
at least in the larger cities, that counting rooms shall be crowded as 
closely as possible to the stock exchange, the board otf trade, the bank- 
ing center. But there is no apparent reason why a city of San Diego s 
size Should teel the need of structures which, unless numerous enough 
to be grouped, become a disfigurement rather than an embellishment. 

The San Diego controversy has far more than local interest, for 
that citv 1s fairly representative of a class to which is presented 
more strongly than to any other the privilege of advancing the cause 
of citv planning in the United States. It is a very difticult matter, 
it Is Next to impossible, save at tremendous cost, to bring the centers 
of the great cities into harmony with lines of grace and beauty 
Opportunity tor city planning that will count ts afforded principally 
by growing communities of the San Diego type. All in the world 
that 1s required to make that city twenty-five vears hence a place 
worth crossing the continent to see 1s a plan of public and private 
construction along some distinctive line to which it shall loyally 
adhere. 

It does not now need a skyscraper any more than a wagon needs 
a fiith wheel. It needs a scheme of construction that will give it 
uniformity without monotony, that will meet tully its present and 
prospective business requirements; that will provide amply for its 
public institutions; and to obtain these and all else that mav be neces- 
sary to the satisfaction et local pride it will not be necessary to ape 
the big city of the West or of the Last. One thing that the nation 
needs today more than many others is a few cities that do not look 
like good, bad or indifferent imitations of all the other cities. Let 
san Diego turn away trom the skyscraper and do something new in 
city building, and something pleasing. 
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Jt 1s carried on so quietly, so pleasantly, as 
compared with other imdustries, that even 
the average participant in the dividends it 
declares annually 1s surprised when he 1s 
told what the tourist and summer home busi- 
ness of New England, from Mav to October 
every year, reaches in the aggregate. The 
heure, indeed, has been placed as high as 
$ 100,000,000, and this seems to be contirmed 
by reports from individual states of the sec- 
tion that have taken the trouble to inquire into the matter carefully. 
Take, for instance, the testimony of Secretary Bachelder of the New 
Hampshire board of agriculture, who says that $10,000,000 js 
annually lett in that state by summer tourists. Alreadv more than 
$50,000,000 has been invested by summer residents in New Hlamp- 
shire tarm properties; the price paid tor summer homes and the cost 
of maintaining them are not included in the $10,000,000 estimate: 
this 1s the amount expended for temporary accommodation, enter- 
tainment, anmusement, by non-residents. 

lf New Hampshire does an annual tourist business of $10.000.- 
000, whaé shall be said of Maine and Massachusetts and Connecticut ? 
Maine literally swarms with summer resortérs in these times. The 
number increases at an amazing ratio year by year. Aside trom their 
own quotas, the larger towns and cities of Massachusetts and Con- 
necticut profit by these guests in transit. Rhode Island is small. but 
its beautiful waterside resorts attract great numbers of cottagers; 
Vermont's mountains and valleys, hills and vales are attracting more 
and more lovers of reposeful beauty every season. No, an annual 
expenditure by New I:ngland tourists of $100,000,000 smacks neither 
of unreasonableness nor exaggeration. It ts probably very close 
to the exact figure. ; 

It is sometimes doubted by its own people as well as by visitors 
whether New England is conscious of its attracting powers, whether 
it fully realizes what magnificent assets and opportunities it has in 
its beautitul landscapes, its picturesque seacoast, its quaint towns 
and villages, its innumerable historic associations: whether it remem- 
bers that to tens of thousands of tourists the annual visit is in the 
nature of a pilgrimage to the land of their ancestors. However this 
may be, one thing ts certain: Aluch greater pains are being taken 
now than formerly to provide for the comfort of these visitors. 
Transportation has been greatly improved in the last few vears: 
hotel and boarding accommodation ts more plentiful; the ‘cities. 
towns, hamlets and rural neighborhoods appreciate more keenly the 
responsibilities which devolve upon them along the lines of hospi- 
tality. 

There is much to be done vet. The tourist business might be 
doubled, with still greater improvement in transportation and enter- 
tainment; it might be mimensely increased even now by a more 
comprehensive system of publicity.
